Dr. H ans A. Dorten, leader of the 
previous separatist movement, seem ­ 
ed to have thrown in his lot with the 
proponents of tile present venture 
and his 
followers 
are 
reported to 
have hoisted the republican colors on 
the government buildings at Weis- 
baden, his home town where ten 
persons were wounded in subsequent 
rioting. 
On the other hand Berlin dispatch­ 
es report the expulsion of the repub­ 
licans from Aix-La-Chapelle, where 
the 
present 
republican 
movement 
saws its inception early Sunday. The 
former regime is declared to have 
regained complete m astery there and 
also at 
Muenchen-Gladbach, 
where 
the separatists had seized control. 
Coblenz, 
which 
the 
republicans 
plan to make their capitol, was st^l j 
in the hands of the old officials this 
afternoon but the separatists were 
said to be ready to seize it before 
the day was over and expected no op­ 
position to the move. 
There are 
conflicting 
reports re­ 
garding the city of Bonn where the 
republicans .were reported to have 
seized the government offices. 
The 
latest Berlin 
advices, 
however, de­ 
clared the separatists had been de­ 
feated there. 
Treves, Mayence and 
all the cities in the 
Ruhr, 
except 
Duisburg, are apparently still in the 
hands of the regular officials. Over­ 
night developments in the Bavarian 
situation were neglible. The aggres­ 
sive attitude of Dr. Von Kahr, the Ba­ 
varian dictator, 
and 
the 
support 
given him against Berlin by General 
Von Lossow, com m ander of the Ba­ 
varian reichsw ehr has made the Ba­ 
varian 
authorities 
m asters of the 
situation and left the central govern­ 
m ent apparently helpless for the mo­ 
m ent to curb such independent ac­ 
tion as Bavaria may wish to take. 
It is insisted in Munich, however, 
th at Bavaria is not considering seces­ 
sion from the 
federal

and th at the differences are solely 
with the present Berlin government.

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A PREMIER IN THE MOVIES. 
Mussolini is reported to have gone into 
the movies. 
It is said that he has taken a 
part 
in a version 
of 
Hall Caine’s “The 
Eternal City,” and it is said further that his 
idea in doing thi| is to make an appeal to 
American sentiment. 
The 
film 
is to be 
shown in America and, according to report, 
Mussolini’s appearance in it is expected to 
arouse a great deal of interest here and 
make the picture a great success from 
financial point of view. 
This may seem to the promoters a fairly 
reasonable expectation, yet it is not a cer­ 
tainty by any means. Mussolini has become 
a famous man, but he has been famous for 
several months now, and the edge of the 
public’s curiosity is soon blunted. 
Already 
a great many Americans 
feel 
that they 
have heard and read quite enough about 
the Italian dictator. 
It takes a very big 
European to hold 
the 
attention of the 
American people over a period of months 
nowadays, and the size of Mussolini is still 
a matter of doubt. 
In many minds he will 
undergo a certain shrinkage because of this 
appearance of his in a motion picture show. 
That is not precisely the sort of thing that 
we expect from a Napoleon. 
Nevertheless, it is interesting to note that 
the “Italian Napoleon” finds it advisable to 
make an especial appeal to American inter­ 
est just now. He is said to have been great­ 
ly disturbed by the American reaction to 
his Corfu performance and his subsequent 
defiance of the League of Nations, and not 
only disturbed but 
surprised 
because he 
had judged that America, which had re­ 
jected the League, would view with warm 
approval his assault upon it. That was real­ 
ly a natural enough notion on his part and 
his mystification is easily understood. 
He 
could not be expected to comprehend the 
fact that the American people were misled 
by various scheming politicians into putting 
themselves in a position which was directly 
contrary to their instincts, their ideals and 
their real desires.

The electrical machine is a thou­ 
sand times more minute and delica­ 
tely arranged than the most delicate 
instrument made by man, Dr. Crile 
asserts.

plies electricity used in operating 
the animal,” he explained.

JEFFERSON CITY, Get. 23—The w 


stretch of the road which is a part 
of the higher type highway between 
Jefferson City an Columbia, known 
as Route Number 7. Highway Com­ 
mission officials announced that It 
ill be straightened out in many 
toll chains on the Ashlanrl-Columbia 
(gravel road dropped yesterday never 
more to be utilized for the purpose 
of stepping travelers to collect tolls 
according to a announcement firm 
the State Highway Commission to­ 
day.

In the old days some

MISSOURI MULE 
FAST DISAPPEARING 


By the Associated Press. 
FULTON, Mo., Oct. 23.—Like the 
horse, the Missouri mule Is fast dis­ 
appearing because of the tractor and 
other power machinery, until today 
there are only about 1,200 mules on 
feed in Callaway county. 
Eight or 
ten years ago when mule raising w'as 
at its height in the “Kingdom of Cal­ 
laway',” it was not unusual for 2,000 
mules to be on feed at this season 
and for as many as 4,000 head to be 
fattened and shipped out of the coun­ 
ty in the course of a year. 
Mules produced in Callaway/ coun­ 
ty, historically known as “The King­ 
dom of Callaway,” helped make Mis­ 
souri famous as one of the leading 
states of the nation. 
It is said that 
the 
largest,

mules in the w'orld w’ere produced in 
this county.
